Chairman Duncan, of the commission. 
M ayor Ross, accompanied by C. W. 
B urkart, city clerk, went to Indian­ 
apolis Tuesday and called at the 
office»* of the commission to ascer­ 
tain what steps had been taken to ­ 
wards getting a final settlement of 
the local light case. 
Chairman Duncan is said to have 
told Mayor Ross that the engineer" 
were now working on the Indiana 
W ater Company case and had expect­ 
ed to he through with it several week" 
ago hut found tlie undertaking a big­ 
ger task than they anticipated. 
Hr 
thought the engineers 
would 
have 
their work in Indianapolis completed 
before the middle of June and prom­ 
ised that they should come to thi" 
city next. 
The announcement mean" that the 
local case will go before the com­ 
mission, that tlie property of thc In­ 
terstate Public Service Company will 
he appraised and that both domestic 
and city rates will be based upon 
tlie value of the plant. 
For several 
days a movement has been on foot

States to proceed vigorously against 
the Britain naval blockade and that 
treaty obligations limited this govern­ 
m ent’s action to diplomatic protests 
are in 
favor of continuing British 
negotiations on an even keel. 
They 
are convinced that all injuries suf­ 
fered by Americans will he adjusted 
fairly and in due course and see no 
reason for unduly pressing for im­ 
m ediate decision or for using sharp 
language 
in 
the 
diplomatic 
corre­ 
spondence between the twx> govern­ 
m ents. 
There is already a wide divergence 
between the position which Secretary 
Lansing has assumed on the subject 
of British negotiations and the posi­ 
tions which their advisers believe the 
administration should assume. 
From 
the state department the nf*ws comes 
that the United States will continue 
the negotiations less vigorously and 
expeditiously than if Germany had 
not attempted to make vigorous ac­ 
tion a condition upon which will rest 
continuance of the abandonment of 
illegal submarine warfare. 
From oth­

sources, 
however, 
come 
statem ents 
that 
the 
United 
States 
w*ill act 
writh 
vigor against Great 
Britain and that the president is plan­ 
ning sharp action in connection with 
the British blockade. 
Published statem ents that the Unit­ 
ed States proposed to send a vigorous 
demand upon Great Britain within the 
next twenty-four hours on the ques­ 
tion of mail seizures by the British 
naval authorities brought Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rioe, the British ambassador 
to the state 
department. 
The 
am ­ 
bassador was surprise d to learn that 
no note on mail seizures had been 
prepared and that there was little 
prospect of any communication 
on 
this subject going to Great 
Britain 
this week. 
He was informed that the 
United S ta t's regarded this issue as 
indeix ndent of the blockade, and that 
it was a m atter of special importance 
to American business interests that it 
should be satisfactorily adjusted. 
The ambassador expressed to Coun­ 
sellor Polk that the British govern­ 
ment was ready to make every con­ 
cession in favor of American interests 
that 
would not 
involve 
permitting 
Germany using the mails fraudulently 
for the sending of supplies or con­ 
traband or for other illegal purposes. 
Sir Cecil believes that the two gov­ 
ernments will have no difficulty in 
reaching an agreem ent on this mat­ 
ter.

ARIZONA 
ASKS 
PROTECTION 
2,500 Defenceless Men, Women and 
Children Exposed to Bandits. 
Washington, May 17.—A telegram 
was received by Senator H. F. As- 
hurst of Arizona, appealing for troops 
to guard the 200-mile stretch from 
Nogales to Yuma. 
The message in­ 
sisted that the calling out of the Ari­ 
zona national guard for service with 
the federal forces has left 2,500 de­ 
fenceless men and women, living along 
tho Arizona border at the mercy of 
.Mexican outlaws. 
A copy of the tele 
gram was sent by Senator Ashurst to 
Secretary of War Baker, who directed 
that it be forwarded to Major General 
Funston for whatever action the latter 
could take. 
Th> telegram which was from the 
Chamber of Commerce of Tucson, 
I Ari*., complained that General F’uns- 
! ton himself had ignored a similar ap- 
! peal made direct to him. 
Appreciating the difficulty of at­ 
tempting to patrol the* entire border 
effectively with the limited number of 
troops at his disposal, General Funs­ 
ton has recommended the war depart- 
! ment the creation of a corps of forty- 
eight -motorcycles, -including thirty 
tandem outfits and eighteen single 
i machines. 
General Scott has confirmed the im­ 
pression of officials here that w’hile 
the former’s conferences with Gen. 
Obregon did not result in any formal 
agreement, there exists an unwritten 
understanding between the two men 
that, pending a demonstration by the 
Carranza forces of their ability to 
clean up the bandits in northern Mex­ 
ico, the Carrancistas are to work in 
harmony with the commanders of the 
two American punitive expeditions. 
Convinced for his own part that 
Obregon is acting in good faith, Gen. 
Scott expressed the opinion that the 
situation is decidedly more favorable 
t&an it has been at any time since 
the Columbus raid. 


Brumbauc;h Leads In Pennsylvania. 
Philadelphia, May 17.—Indications 
from early returns from the state­ 
wide primaries are that the ticket of 
delegates to the Republican national 
convention, backed by Governor Brum­ 
baugh, in opposition to the slate of 
Senator Boies Penrose, will win out. 
It is estimated that the Brumbaugh 
ticket will have a lead of 15,000 votes 
in Philadelphia, and reports from Al­ 
legheny county give it a lead of five 
thousand. 
Returns from the Upstate 
counties are unusually slow in coming 
in, not half .of the sixty-seven coun­ 
ties having reported.
